Must  bur  Common  be  used  as  a  JJigAtvayl 

In  our  last  issue  we  called  atten 
n,  briefly,  to  the  (act  that  our  Cora- 
m  is  being  badly  cut  up  by  teaming 
across  the  scft  sod  outside  of  the 
eways.  So  brief  a  notice  as  it 
was  has  had  the  effect  of  bringing  to 
ars  repeated  by  comment  of  a 
very  uncomplimentary  character  to 
those  who  have  been  instrumental  in 
causing  the  trouble.  Tbe  trouble 
seems  to  have  commenced  early  last 
Kali  when  woik  on  the  new 
house  of  Mr.  A.  A.  Lawrence  was 
commenced.  In  carting  the  lumber 
and  other  materials  for  this  building 
the  teams  invariably  made  a  short  cut, 
from  the  driveway  which  runs  from 
>wn  bouse  to  opposite  Dr.  Pratt's 
residence,  directly  across  the  grass 
land  into  Mr.  Lawrence's  driveway, 
cutting  deep  ruts  which  can  ouly  be 
filled  up  at  much  trouble  and  it  will  be 
a  long  time  before  they  are  again 
grassed  over.  Not  satisfied  with  this 
single  cart  path,  it  lias  since  become  a 
common  practice  for  all  teams  in  com- 
r  going  to  or  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  Tower  dairy  to.  make  a  short  cut 
from  opposite  the  dairy  driveway  to 
tbe  main  street  opposite  the  pond. 
As  soon  as  Mr.  Tower  became  aware 
of  the  fact  that  his  team  s  were  in  the 
habit  of  making  this  short  cut  he  im- 
mediately put  a  stop  to  the  practice  as 
i  his  employees  weie  concerned, 
but  the  remedy  came  too  late;  the 
track  had  been  opened  and  tbe  short 
vas  too  great  a  temptation  for 
any  drivers  to  go  past,  and  lhe  conse- 
quence is  that  nearly  every  team 
which  now  has  occasion  to  pass  in  the 
vicinity  uses  the  newly  worn  path  un- 
til now  the  only  remedy  wi<l  probably 
be  some  action  of  the  town  authori- 
ties, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  ac- 
tion will  speedily  be  taken.  Few 
towns  of  the  size  of  Cohasset  possesses 
fine  a  piece  of  land  so  centrally 
located  as  our  common  and  it  is  to  be 
oped  that  in  the  near  future  some 
action  may  be  taken  toward  its  im- 
provement. Tbe  entire  area  should 
be  fenced,  plowed  up  and  recultiva 
ted  or  sodded^  The  driveways  run 
ning  diagonally  across  the  common 
should  be  abandoned;  the  driveways 
each  end  would  give  all  necessary 
conveniences  for  teaming  or  travel. 
Witb  this  done  Cohasset  can  have  as 
handsome  a  common,  or  park  if  you 
choose  to  call  it  so,  as  can  be  found 
i  the  state,  and  we  believe  it  is  only 
matter  of  time  when  such  will  be  the 
case.

We  have  teceived  a  copy  of  the 
fourth  annual  report  of  the  officers  of 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  children.  As 
the  existence  and  worthy  objects  of 
this  society  arc  not  generally  known,  a 
brief  notice  of  the  same  may  be  of 
interest  and  perhaps  benefit  to  our 
readers.  The  Massachusetts  Society 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  chil 
was  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  in  1878,  its  expressed 
purpose  being  "to  awaken  interest  in 
the  abuses  to  which  children  are  ex- 
posed by  the  intemperance,  cruelty  01 
cupidity  of  parents  and  guardians, 

help  the  enforcement  of 
isting  laws  on  the  subject,  procure 
needed  legislation,  and  for  kindred 
work."    During  its  four  years  of 
istence  the  society  has  been  ins 
mental  in  the  care  of  neglected  or 
abused  children,  anests  of  parents 
guardians  and  placing  children  in 
spectable  homes,  In  upwards  of  4,000 
cases.    Among  the  officers  are  Mr. 
Lyman  Hollingsworth,  a  vice  presi- 
dent, and  Mr.  Jos.  S.  Bigelow,  a  di- 
rector, both  of  tills  town.  Among 
the  list  of  members  we  find  the  names 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  Bryant,  Asa  P. 
Potter,  Jos.  S.  Bigelow,  Dr.  David  W.

Mr.  Henry  Webb  and  myself  both  made 
solemn  promise  to  our  many  friends  and 
your  readers  that  we  would  keep  tiiem  in- 
form d  of  our  wanderings,  but  finding  our 
so  inucb  occupied  with  eight  seeing 
our  i  onvenieocee  anil  opportunities 
for  writing  not  a*  good  as  was  expected, 
we  heve  thought  best  to  use  ynor  pajier  as 
ir  medium  f.ir  communication. 
After  a  fine  passage  of  ten  days  from 
uston  In  stennter  Ophaionia  or  tbo 
maril  Hue,  wo  found  mirseiveH  in  Uver- 
Jol  not  having  suffered  in  the  least  from 
seasickness,  nitliough  we  encountered  one 
r  severe  storm.  After  inspecting  the 
dock  yerds  ond  the  city  we  left  for  a 
•through  Scotland,  etopping  at  Glas- 
gow, Aberdeen  and  Edlnghurg.  We  were 
much  pleased  with  lhe  country  es  well  ns 
Willi  the  Switch  people  In  a  social  as  well 
a  business  point  of  view.  They  are 
strict  observers  of  the  Snbbath  aud  olonnli- 
ness  and  thrift  Is  the  generally  rule.  Our 
lo  London  did  not  exceed  one  week 
ig  to  had  weather,  a  coutinooos  fog 
mingled  with  intenso  biaok  smoke  which 
»  from  a  district  of  about .  ten  miiee 
te,  foil  of  chimneys  conuected  with 
large  manufacturing  estibllshments.  The 
U  are  kept  very  clean,  and  Is  a  floe 
city  in  pleasant  weather.  More  we  were 
Joined  by  our  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G., 
both  experienced  travellers.  We  find  a 
party  of  four  to  be  a  covenlent  number  on 
many  accounts,  we  fill  a  carriage  for  a 
drive,  ami  can  usually  keep  a  compart- 
ment in  tbe  railway-car  to  onrseives,  we 
•re  just  the  number  for  whist,  and  while 
travelling  in  a  somewhat  barberene  coun- 
try as  et  present,  we  feel  wo  hove  at  least 
three  trusty  revolvers  to  be  depended  Dpon 
In  caso  of  uted.  We  expect  to  sec  London 
ngain  next  spring  when  tbe  wcnlber  be- 
comes fine  and  we  are  homeward  bonnd. 
We  made  a  short  visit  lo  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
stopping  at  Vrntnor,  Newport,  and  Cowcs, 
from  which  latter  place  we  wont  by  steam- 
er to  Southampton,  where  we  aguin  took  a 
steamer  for  Hovrc.  In  Frnnoe,  we  passed 
Ihiongh  a  highly  cultivated  country  nn 
our  w.iy  to  Paris,  where  we  had  been  told 
the  cholera  wns  raging  badly,  hot  we  failed 
to  find  any  Indications  of  Its  hnvlng  heen 
there,  and  Hint  ail  the  Informotiou  the 
citiiens  obtained  In  regard  to  It  was  from 
the  English  and  American  nowspapers. 
We  like  Purls  very  muoh,  with  ber  fli 
bnlldings  and  wide  clean  streets;  our  tv 
weeks  there  were  spent  very  pleasantly  aud 
wo  left  with  some  reluctance  ou  c 
Italy.  We  found  consiilornble  eu 
approached  the  highest  railroad  summit  of 
tbe  Alps,  which  Henry  fonnd  by  his  barrnn 
cut  was  about  the  ceutre  of  Mont  Ceuis 
tnnnei,  which  Is  uhout  seven  end  one  half 
miles  iong  and  required  twenty -olght  mil 
utcs  for  our  train  to  pass  through.  As  we 
emerged  from  the  tunuel  on  tbe  Italian 
side  the  sccuery  was  grand  in  lhe  exireme. 
Tbe  base  of  the  mountains  were  a  beauti- 
ful green  heiog  covered  with  whciit  about 
six  inches  bigh.  Farthor  up  the  mouu- 
talos  were  the  vineyards,  while  the  higher 
points  were  white  witb  snow  upon  wblch 
tbo  sou  was  shining  brightly.     We  made 

our  first  stnp  In  ltely  at  Turin,  \  

visited  t|10  King's  puleco  and  othor  places 
of  uole.  Here  for  the  first  time  we  saw 
bnmlreds  of  women  standing  in  tho  water 
niong  the  banks  of  the  rlvi-r  Po,  washing 
ciotiios  \,j  pounding  them  with  a  stone 
when  laid  upon  a  rock.  Hew  they  made 
tho  buttons  fly,  bardiy  nno  was  left  when 
the  garment  was  washed.  We  nfterwards 
learned  this  is  tho  way  all  washing  is  done 
in  Italy.  We  were  much  pleased  with 
Genoa;  tho  streets  were  very  cieou,  having 
beea  cleaned  when  the  cholera  came 
among  theai.  We  foaud  this  tn  bo  tbe  case 
with  all  the  Italian  oitios,  exc«ipl  Naples, 
where  were  over  lii.OOO  deaths  from  this 
diseeie.  The  harbor  of  Gonoa  was  qnlte 
full  of  shipping  hut  not  ouo  uudor  the 
American  flag.  Hero  are  forge  manufacto- 
ries ofsilks,  velvets  aud  filigree  work.  The 
latter  Is  sold  for  Its  weight  In  coin  silver, 
with  the  cost  of  labor  added.  At  Spezsia 
we  aaw  the  Iron  clad  war  ships  of  tbo 
Italian  Nnvy,  tho  largest  of  which  is  tbe 
"Lephanto"  ef  over  15,000  tons  measure- 
ment. We  made  a  vIbII  of  three  weoka 
with  my  brother  at  Leghorn,  from  which 
point  we  weut  to  Pisa  to  see  tbe  Leaning 
Tower,    It  was  probably  built  to  lean  J 


about  fourteen  fret.  The  cathedral  here 
is  prohnbiy  tbe  moat  expensive  In  Europe 
except  St.  Peter's  at  Rome.  Wo  olse  visit- 
ed the  celebrated  marble  qnarries  at  Car- 
rara; tho  towu  of  Messa,  witb  its  old 
castles,  and  many  otber  places  in  that 
vicinity.  The  Apennlae  mountains  which 
extend  nearly  the  entire  length  of  Italy 
ere  enrered  witb  olire  trees  to  a  consider- 
able height,  wbile  oranges,  lemons,  figs 
aud  ethor  fruits  were  ripe  la  the  valleys. 
The  flewers  were  also  In  full  hlooui  and 
seemed  to  enjoy  their  garden  life,  even  In 
tbolr  merry  Christmas  time.  We  em- 
barked on  board  an  Italian  steamer  at 
Leghorn  for  Aloxandrla,  via.,  Naples,  Mes- 
slua  aud  Catania.  The  sea  was  very 
rough  soon  after  lsaviag  port  and  our 
steemer  Asia  of  1,300  tons  register,  pitched 
-  nd  roiled  like  mad  ond  was  not  as  steady 
>  a  heavy  sea  as  tbe  large  ennarders.  The 
table  and  ber  accommodations  were  qaito 
poor  compared  with  what  we  had  known 
"lefnre,  and  It  was  impossible  to  move 
bout  the  suiooa  without  holding  on  for 
lenrllfe.  Tbe  storm  continued  until  we 
rcochrd  Naples  anil  was  eaough  to  make  a 
landsman  feel  a  little  homesick,  although 
as  free  from  being  seasick.  We  went 
on  shore  Jan.  15th,  at  Naples,  and  ate  onr 
first  green  peas  of  tbe  season.  We  no- 
ticed especially  their  teams  for  transport- 
ing goods.  One  quite  ia.ge  ox  would  be 
in  tbe  fills,  a  donkey  on  one  slile  of  tbe  ox, 
and  either  a  mule  or  a  horse  on  tbe  other 
tide.  I  noticed  lhe  horsee  there  are  very 
smuli  and  are  driven  without  bits  in  their 
mouths.  Tbe  reins  are  fastened  to  a 
curb  which  hrings  their  jaws  together. 

sky  being  clear  we  hud  a  flue  view  of 
Vesuvius  which  was  sending  up  a  dense 
cloud  of  white  smoke.  It  seemed  to  be  in 
:oinmns.  In  tbe  evening  tbe  light 
was  very  bright  at  tlm.s,  something  liko 
the  Dash  light  In  Boston  harbor,  but  not 
chouging  as  often  and  the  light  having  a 
more  smoky  appearance.  We  hail  a  flae 
view  of  tbe  sbere  around  the  bay,  as  wn 
left  tha  harher  ef  Naples.  It  was  a  bright 
iftcrnoon  and  wo  could  distiactly  see  tbe 
illlct  of  Pompeii  and  Berculaneum,  al- 
though not  elevated  ehove  the  water  level, 
o  tbey  appeared  to  us.  The  next  morning 
ibout  sunrise  we  pasted  Stromboll,  2,470 
foot  blgb  uud  about  tea  miles  in  diameter. 
It  mude  a  flue  nppt-arance  rlslug  so  majes- 
iliy  out  of  tbe  sea  wbiob  v,  as  white  wiib 
foam  beating  egeinst  tbe  rocks  on  tbe 
bench.  Soon  after  leaving  Stromboll  In 
e  distance  we  made  the  island  <>f  Sicily, 
id  soon  out  red  tbe  straits  of  Messina 
about  twenty  miles  wido  at  tbat  point  but 
sw  to  about  four  miles  at  Meselna.  An 
enred  the  shore  we  conid  plainly  see 
our  QeM  glues  tbe  extensive  groves  ef 
orange  and  teuton  trees  extending  far  up 
the  mountains  on  high  lands,  and  when  ou 
shore  we  noticed  tbat  orcry  available  pieoe 
of  ground  was  onltlvnted.  The  buildings 
are  vary  much  like  tiiose  in  oilier 
IUitiaa  cities.  Oranges  anil  mandarins 
In  their  prlmo  and  very  cheap.  Large 
wunges  were  sold  in  their  market  at 
fifty  cents  per  hundred.  Here  we  saw  in 
the  public  garden  for  tbe  firs',  time  a  date 
palm  tree,  with  the  ripe  datce  banglag  in 
bnnobes  of  about  tbe  size  of  a  peek  meas- 
ure. Although  we  have  seen  thousands 
of  these  trees  up  tbe  Nile,  none  bave  baeo 
equal  to  this.  The  harbor  of  Messina  is 
approached  from  tbe  north  and  is  qnlte 
full  of  shipping,  but  not  one  vessel  carry- 
ing tbo  American  flag  was  to  be  seen.  We 
arrived  at  Catania  the  next  morning  bar- 
ing made  tbo  run  in  nbout  six  hours.  This 
harbor  Is  not  cousidcrad  a  safe  one  In  a 
somberly  gaio.  As  usual  we  found  a 
large  amount  of  shipping,  but  no  Ameri- 
can vessel  in  port.  Tbe  morning  was 
bright  aud  cirar  und  Monnt  Etna  although 
thirty-fire  mtlea  distant  was  iu  full  view 
and  like  Vesuvius  was  sendlug  up  large 
clouds  of  white  smoke.  By  an  eruptii 
of  Monut  Etna,  Catania  was  destroyed 
about  two  hundred  years  ego  and  tbe 
black  Inva  tben  deposited  is  still  vlslhle 
around  tbe  harbor.  At  Alexandria 
fouud  the  harbor  full  of  shipping,  many 
men  of  war  belonging  to  every  nation 
crptourowu.  Wo  were  Informed  one  of 
our  naval  vessels  tbe  "Quinebaug,"  Cnpt 
Ludiow,  bad  been  thore  but  bad  1 
auont  a  week  before  our  arrival.  1 
to  call  your  attention  to  tbis  fact,  wbieb 
ail  Americans  should  consider,  we 
ouly  a  few  American  vessels  at  Liverpool 
and  London,  and  none  at  Sonthamptoi 
Cowcs,  Havre,  Spezxla,  Leghorn,  Naples, 
Messina,  Catania  or  Alexandria,  nelthvi 
did  we  see  an  American  flag  ou  tha  Allan- 
tic  ocaan  or  tho  Mediterranean  sea, 
though  we  saw  hundreds  of  steamers  and 
sailing  vessels.  Tbis  absenoo  of  oui 
in  foreign  waters  la  keenly  felt  hy  all 
Amcricun  travellers,  and  is  a  rebnke  upon 
our  Amerloou  Congress.  If  this  sti 
tilings  is  allowed  to  continue,  how  long 
will  It  be  before  foreign  nations  will  for- 
get tbat  we  ever  bad  a  unry,  or  porhaps 
tbat  thore  Is  such  a  country  «  America?

25.  Tickets  25  cents.  Cake,  etc., 
solicited.    Voted  to  adjurn. 

The  case  of  Thomas  Barry  vs. 
John  Young  came  before  Judge  Ba- 
con of  the  Superior  Civil  Court,  Bos- 
ton, Friday,  Mar.  6.  Tbis  was  an 
action  to  recover  Jiooo  for  an  il- 
legal arrest.  The  plaintiff  claimed 
that  in  July,  1883,  Mr.  Young,  then  a 
constable  of  the  town,  came  to  his 
house  and  arrested  him  for  being 
drunk;  that  he  be.-it  him  and  abused 
him,  locked  him  up  and  kept  him  for 
two  da)  s  without  a  warrant  and  then 
complained  of  him  for  drunkenness. 
The  defense,  defendant  was  called  by 
Mrs.  Barry,  wife  of  the  plaintiff,  as 
ber  husband  was  drunk  and  had  kept 
her  out  of  doors  the  night  before,  took 
him  to  Hingham  and  locked  him  up 
oyer  night  and  the  next  day  brought 
him  before  the  district  court  where  he 
plead  guilty  to  beiug  drunk.  Jury 
brought  In  for  the  defendant.  E.  O. 
Cooke  for  the  plaintiff;  Judge  Bum- 
pus  for  the  defendant. 

The  River  and  Harbor  Bill  failed 
to  pass  Congress,  owing  to  miss  man- 
agement. In  the  first  place  upon 
some  unintelligible  principle,  the  com- 
mittee was  constituted  of  a  large  ma- 
jority of  southern  and  western  lawyers, 
who  could  not  know  much  about  the 
claims  of  Atlantic  harbors  for  im- 
provement. They  had,  besides,  several 
large  "elephants''  to  dispose  of,  among 
them  the  Rockport  scheme,  which 
was  fairly  ridiculed  out  of  tbe  House. 
At  length,  in  despair  of  passing  their 
Bill,  as  reported,  the  committee  for- 
merly abandoned  it  and  recommended 
the  large  sum  of  $5,000,000  to  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
among  the  objects  Included  in  last 
year's  act.  This  passed  the  house, 
which  would  comprise  Scituate  har- 
bor. In  the  Senate  an  imprudent 
attempt  was  made  to  increase  the 
amount  allowed  to  $10,000,000;  and 
in  the  baste  and  confusion  of  tbe  very 
last  hours  of  the  session,  with  no  op- 
portunity for  its  consideration,  it  was 
objected  to  and  thus  the  whole  bill 
was  lost.  Besides  the  extraordinary 
list  of  lawyers  on  the  committee,  be- 
lieved to  have  been  twelve  out  of  the 
whole  number  of  fourteen,  there  was 
a  dealer  in  lumber  and  coal  from  the 
interior  of  New  York  and  a  lumber 
merchant  from  Michigan.

We  hope  the 
cuacus  will  be  "able  to  rind  some  faith- 
ful and  able  man  to  succeed  our 
treasurer,  but  we  are  free  to  confess 
that  we  are  short  of  stock  in 
town  to  select  a  treasurer  from, 
who  will  accept  the  office,  is  a  suitable 
man,  has  a  suitable  place,  can  give 
the  required  bonds  and  is  a  popular 
man  euough  to  defeat  the  present 
cumbent,  L.  P.  Hatch,  Esq. 
Hatch  makes  a  good  treasurer,  we 
like  him  and  nearly  everybody  likes 
him  as  far  as  we  know.
